TO DROP MORSE TRIAL 


TALK OF SEEKING A PARDON 


Indictments for Fraud in Sale 
of Ship Stock. Brought in 
1922 May Be Quashed. 


TWOSCORE DEFENDANTS 


Disposition of Case, Which Has 
Met Obstacles, Is Now Up to 
Washington, Says Buckner. 


It was reported yesterday that the 
trial of Charles W. Morse and about 
twoscore others indicted with him in 
the Spring of 1922 on a charge of using 
the mails to defraud investors in the 
stock of the United States Steamship 
Company would not be pressed and 
that the Department of Justice. at 
Washington had indicatéd a willing- 
ness to permit the quashing of the bill. 

Indicted with Morse were his sohs 
Erwin W.,, Benjamin W. and‘ Harry 
F. Morse, and a number of others who 
were accused of assisting in various 
ways in the misrepresentations of the 
value of the stock to the end that a 
market might be found for it. Among 
the defendants were Martin J. Gillen, 
formerly an employe of the United|Co 
States Shippi ng oard, and two’ law- 
yers, William Barber and Stuart G. 
Gibbeney. . The indictments against 
these three were dismissed, ieaving 
only the:Morses ang‘the others to face 
trial, . , 3 ,. Py 

When the motion for the dismissal 
of the action against the two lawyers 
was made before Federal. Judge A. N. 
Hand, it was alleged that the inclu- 
sion ot their names in the indictment 
was “procured by Fletcher Dobyns, as 
special counsel for the Fleet Corpora- 
tion, through misuse of the processes 
of the court.” 


Prosecution Met Obstacles. : 

The Government appeared to be 
working diligently to get the case to 
trial, and Albert T. Warner, a special 
assistant to the Attorney General, la- 
bored fot ‘many months in gathering 
evidence which he hoped would with- 
stand attack from the defense. Then 
Mr, Warner disappeared from the case 
ang United States Attorney Buckner 
assigned his Chief Assistant, Robert EB. 
Manley, to make a study of the —— 
in the case and to report im- 
pression he gathered from them. 

Almost from the day when the in- 
dictmeént was filed, there appeared ob- 
stacles in the path of the prosecutors. 
Government lawyers connected with it 
complained of the difficulty they had 
in making any progress. This situa- 
tion appeared to have reached a head 
abusut a year ago when Harvey H. Hin- 
man and Roger P. Clark, two other 
special assistants to the Attorney Gen- 
eral, who were to serve as ‘trial coun- 
sel in the case, resigned because they 
could not press the case to trial. About 
the same time Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral Donovan and Mr. Warner went 
over ali the evidence in the case. 


In February, 1923, Benjamin W. and. 


Harry F. Morse, were arrested here on 
bench warrants while they -were on 
their way to Washington to answer 
indictment im another case. They 
were compelled to plead and to furnish 
bail. ‘The elder Morse was at that 
time under $20,000 bail to answer the 
indictment. 
Morse Has Been Ill, 


Frequent -inquiries. of counsel as to 
why the Morses and the other defend- 
ants were not brought to trial was 
often ahswered by the statement that 
Charles W. Morse was very ill, and 
utterly unable. to-stand the rigors of a 
long trial in a Crowdea court room:

WASHINGTON, March -15.+Under a 
decision by the Supreme Court today 
there appears to be no further legal 
obstacle to the execution of Gerald 
Chapman in Connecticut, for murder. 

Efforts of counse] for Chapman. to 
utilize his sentence of 25 years for 
robbery in: Atlanta penitentiary as a 
bar to his execution in Connecticut on 
a charge of first degree murder failed 
today when the Supreme Court refused 
a petition for a writ of certiorari in 
this case. 

Chapman has been a conspicuous 
tigure in the public eye.since August, 
1922, when he was convicted in the 
District Court for the Southern Dis- 
trict of New York on a charge of 
robbing the matis and placing the life 
of a mai] carrier in jeopardy. The 
crime was committed -in 1921. 

After Chapman was sent to Atlanta 
in 1922 he escaped, was recaptured, and

idge issued an order on Nov. 
terminating the sentence under Federal 
law. This was done over the protest 
of the prisoner. 

After full hearing the Federal Court 
in Connecticut dismissed the writ of 
habeas corpus and remanded Chap- 
man to the custody of Warden H. K. 
W,. Scott of the Connecticut State 
Prison. The District Court was up- 
held in this decision by the United 
States Court of Appeals. 

Today’s decision of the Supreme 
Court upholds the decrees of the lower 
tribunals that Chapman’s sentence for 
a Federal offense does not constitute 
a bar to his execution for murder. 

One of the points raised by counsel 
for Chapman in the petition filed here 
was whether, under his power to grant 
veprieves and pardons, the President 
may, without the consent of the 
prisoner, .commute to expire forthwith 
the term of imprisonment imposed for 
the Federal offense. It was held by 
the lower courts that ‘convicts, like 
others, are amenable to the law and 
its penalties.”’

There is a grow’. ¢ conviction that 
there are. too many counties and 
that there are certain counties 
which should be consolidated.

WASHINGTON, March 15.—Repre- 
sentative Ogden L. Mills of New York 
tonight attacked Governor Smith's 
water-power policy, asserting that 
from. the statement printed this morn- 
ing from Albany it was plainly the 
intention of the Governor to abandon 
the ‘major part of his program, <s 
originally planned, of having the State 


own and operate the ‘transmission 
lines. 

Significance was attached to Mr. 
Mills’s response to Governor Smith in 
view of a belief here that Mr. Mills” 
may be the Republican candidate for 
Governor. : r ; 

“The weaknesses and dangers of the 
Governor’s pfogram have teen “‘so 
thoroughly. exposed that he has been 
compelled to abandon it, and the 
statement of this morning is a weak 
attempt to mask: the retreat,” said 
Mr. Mills. He denied the charge made 
by the Governor that Mr. Mills, who 
“has the point of view of a well-en- 
trenched advocate of private inter- 
ests," was a director in 1923 of the 
Niagara Falls Power Company. 
‘“‘Neither in 1923 nor at any other time 
have I been a directér of that com- 
pany,” said Mr, Mills. 


Calls Smith ‘“‘Petulant Alfred.” 


Mr. Mills suggested that as the Gov- 
ernor had-been obliged by the force of 
public sentiment to modify his water- 
power policy, he had got out of humor. 
“But even so,” he said, “it is a pity 
to substitute the picture of a peeved 
and petulant Alfred for that of the 
genial and smiling Al.”’ 


“T am very glad indeed to learn that 
the Governor admits he was wrong,”’ 
Mr. Mills declared, ‘‘though he does so 
with some show of temper, and.is pre- 
pared to abandon the major part of his 
power program as originally conceived. 
The Governor now disclaims any inten- 
tion of having the State own or operate 
the transmission lines.

She had just got back from a genius- 
discovering tour of the South, with 
special emphasis on Georgia. Statistics 
are dull, but Mother Stoner found 100 
geniuses in Atlanta and thirty in 
Athens, Ga. The thirty future immor- 
tals—if they -get the right upbringing— 
were found in Athens in one day. 

She went below the Mason-Dixon line 
exploring. for the super-talented with 
the firm:conviction that the world was 
made up of six kinds of people—fools. 
destructionists, morons, hyper-morons, 
progressionists and geniuses.’ Inciden:‘ 
tally, after her introduction by Dr. 
Francis Snow, President of the league, 
Mother Stoner sized up the audience as 
either. geniuses or progressionists, 


which are just as good; in fact, in 
some ways, better than geniuses. 


The Fall ofthe Parrot. 


“I went to Florida,” she said, “‘ fto 
fied a place where geniuses might de- 
velop—a ‘sunshiny place—but I found 
too much commercialism there. ‘.1¢ 
genius cannot hitch himself to the 
wheels of the commercial juggernaut. 
He must be cared for even as we care 
for flowerg. But Florida was ‘too com- 
mercial.

IN WHEELER GASE 


Walsh and Borah Demand 
Prosecution of Witnesses 
Found Guilty. 


‘SURPRISE WITNESS’ SCORED- 


Montana Senator Asks If Action of 
George B. Hays Had Been 
Brought Before a Grand Jury. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, March 15.—Charac- 
terizing efforts of t-e Department of 
Justice to convict Senator Burton K. 
Wheeler of Montara as a “black chap- 
ter in the history of American juris- 
prudence,” Senator Walsh of Montana 
offered a resolution in the Senate to- 
day calling on that department for an 
itemized account of all expenditures in 
the Wheeler case, and also to inform 
the Senate whether the department 
had taken steps to bring to the atten- 
tion of a Grand Jury the part playéd 
in the Wheeler case by George B. 
Hayes, a New York lawyer, ‘‘the sur- 
prise witness’ of the Great Falls, 
Mont., trial of Senator Wheeler. 

Senator Walsh made it plain by his 
statements that he believed the De- 
partment of Justice should. proceed at 
once to seek indictments for perjury, 
if the record in the Wheeler case, as 
he beliqved, warranted such action. In 
this he was backed up staunchly by 
Senator Borah, who was Chairman of 
the Senate committee which exoner- 
ated Senator eeler. 

“I quite agree with the Senator from 
Montana,” said Mr. Borah, ‘‘that the 
story of the prosecution of Senator 
Wheeler is a sad historic story, and 1 
assume that the Department of Justice 
will go so far‘as it can in remedying 
the wrongs of that prosecution. 


Borah for Prosecution. 


“T assume that when these matters 
as they have been preserted this morn- 
ing by the Senator from Montana come 
to the notice of the Attorney General 
and:@f the President of the United 
States they will undertake to 
purge that record of perjury if it is 
possible to do so by prosecuting those 
who were, in my} opinion, guilty of 
perjury.”’ 

Hayes testified at Great Falls that 
Senator Wheeler, in the Waldorf-As- 
toria, New York, had offered to divide 
with him a large fee if he would ap- 
pear as a “dummy’’ for Wheeler in 
oil lease cases which, Hayes said, 
Wheeler told him were then pending, 
or to be brought before the Land Of- 
fice of the Department of the Interior. 
Senator Walsh denounced Hayes as a 
man of “‘utter unworthiness,” and _ his 
production as a “‘surprise witness,’’ he 
declared, could not possibly be too se- 
verely condemned. 

“Proceedings for disbarment,’”’ said 
Senator Walsh, “are pending against 
Hayes before the courts of the State 
of.New York as well as before the 
Treasury Department, or at least 
complaints looking to hts disbarment 
are on file and were so pending, or on

“If it were otherwise,” he added, 
“Satan rebuking sin would be an edi- 
fying spectacle compared with the un- 
blushing hypocrisy of his speech.” 

Senator Walsh mentioned the Attor- 
ney General’s handling of the Alumi- 
num Company of America case, an al- 
lusion that a little later drew the fire 
of Senator Bruce of Maryland. 

Senator Bruce declared he was in 
sympathy with what Senator Walsh 
said of the way the Department of 
Justice handled the Wheeler case, but 
he took exception to what the Senator 
had said about the handling of the 
Aluminum Company case by Attorney 
Genera!

SEEKS WAR CLAIMS ACTION. 


Borah Asks Information on British 
and French Seizures. : 
WASHINGTON, March 15 (4).—Chair- 
man Borah of the Senate Foreign Re- 
lations Committee undertook today to 
prod the State Department on the set- 
tlement of the claims of American 


citizens .against Great Britain and 
France arising out of violations of the 
rights of neutrals from the opening of 
the World War until the United States 
became a belligerent. 

The Chairman introduced a resolu- 
tion calling on Secretary Kellogg to 
advise the Senate, if not incompatible 
with the public interest, what steps he 
is taking to negotiate claims conven- 
tions with London and Paris. 

The resolution was referred to the 
Foreign Relations Committee, which is 
expect4a to consider it at its regular 
meeting this week. 

Senator Borah said he could not esti- 
mate the anpount of the claims, which 
arose largely out of the seizure by the 
British and French of shipments of 
American goods to European neutrals. 





The seizures were on the ground that. 


the supplies ultimately were destined 
for Germany. 

The Foreign Relations Committee 
Chairman recalled that these seizures 
became the subject of sharp diplomatic 
exchanges and at one time threatened 
to cause a rupture between the Ameri- 
can and British Governments.

OTH ER PROPOSALS UP TODAY 


$1,000,000 Jamaica Bay Project 
Shelved—‘Pruning’ Committee 
Backed Up. 


‘The Board of Estimate yesterday, in 
Committee of the Whole, confirmed 
many of the recommendations ot its 
special ‘“‘pruning’’ committee in re- 
porting adversely upon millions of dol- 
lars’ worth of projects which had been 
sponsored by the Hylan Administra- 
tion and left on the financial calen- 


of Mayor Walker. Most of these had 
been ‘“‘authorized,’’. but commitments 
had not yet been made in the form ot 
contracts. Thus, it had been pointed 
out, the opportunity was presented for 
a. clean sweep of the Walker ax in the 
interest of economy and to conserve 
the city’s funds for the primary neces- 
sities of subways, schools and hos- 
pitals. 

Many projects involving. extensive 
public improvements, however, were 
not finally dispeased of, but were re- 
ferred to the special calendar, which 
is to be taken up at 11 o’clock this 
morning in a special meeting of the 
committee of the whole in executive 
session. Qne of these big enterprises 
which the board seemed disposed to 
disallow, but which went over tothe 
special calendar, was the proposed new 
delivery tunnel for the city’s water 
supply system, which involves a cost 
of .$67,249,000 and which former Mayor 
Hylan, before his retirement, tried 
hard to have adopted. ; 

The ambitiops Jamaica Bay tmprove- 
ment project was hard hit. A pro- 
posal to dredge the main channel of 
the bay to a depth of thirty feet, for 
which an appropriation of $1,000,000 
already had been made, was hung up 
so far as concerned further action, 
until the ‘present administration has 


Several lesser items involved in the 
Jamaica Bay project also were 
frowned upon by the committee, 


Drops Municipal Markets Pian. 


The board dropped from ‘considera- 
tion, at least for the time being, the 
proposed Brooklyn terminal market, a 


pet municipal project of the former 
Mayor, which was to have cost ap- 
proximately $10,000,000. The proposed 
Manhattan municipal terminal market, 
at a like cost, shared the same fate. 
The committee pointed out that it 
would be wise, before investing such 
large sums, to wait and see how the 
Bronx municipal market, which was 
the pioneer in the contemplated city- 
wide group, works out. 

Another appropriation which was 
“disallowed for the present’’ was that 
of $11,000,000 for the Brooklyn Central 
Library Building. Since the “ity, un- 
der the most recent court ruling, has 
no right to own and operate municipal 
buses, and the Board of Estimate, 
therefore, is about to award franchises 
to private operating corporations, the 
$25,000,000 which Mayor Hylan wanted 
allotted for the purchase of 3,500 
municipal buses went out of the pic- 
ture almost automatically. Another 
appropriation which the committee re- 
fused to subscribe to without further 
consideration was the $12,000,000 which 
is the city’s share for the elimination 
of grade crossings in Brooklyn and 
Queens. 

All the rejections tentatively made 
were made ‘‘without prejudice,”” which 
means that they may be brought up 
again under more favorable auspices 
either by the Borough Presidents or 
other city officials especially inter- 
ested in them. When this morning’s 
executive session concludes its work. 
if it succeeds in disposing of the spe- 
cial calendar in that session, it is de- 
clared that. more than $200,000,000 
worth of pending requests before the 
Board of Estimate, heirlooms from the 
Hylan Administration, will have been 
disposed of and that the greater share 
of them will have been either deferred 
or eliminated. 


$33,000,000 Involved. 


Of that amount $33,000,000 is for pub- 
lic improvements on which preliminary 
authorizations had been given, while 
the balance was for general requests. 


Of the sum on which there have been 
preliminary authorizations, about $12,- 
000,000 is for More libraries and com- 
fort stations, which were not recom- 
mended for rescindment when the spe- 
cial ‘‘pruning’’ committee, headed by 
Aldermanic President McKee, called 
the Borough Presidents together sev- 
eral weeks: ago and segregated into 
three groups the items recommended 
for elimination. At that time a dis- 
cussion developed over the proposed 
wholesale cancellation of appropria- 
tions for libraries and these items 
were set aside for further considera- 
tion on the special calendar. 

Because of public criticisms made by 
Borough President Maurice BE. Connolly 
of Queens and to combat the impres- 
sion that the present. Board of Esti- 
mate was bent upon retarding local 
borough improvements, except in so far 
as was mandatory in view of the state 
of municipal finances, Aldermanic 
President McKee declared’ that every 
Queens project would be considered in 
the order of its importance. He called 
attention, however, to the fact that at 
this time the ..projects -were 
large, such as the Rockaway Board- 
walk’ and. the Queens, Northern and 
Nassau Boulevards and sewer develop- 
ments. :

SHANE LESLIE HALTS — 
“BOOK CALLED INDECENT 


‘Apologizes. to Cathelic Bishop of 
Northampton for ‘The Cantab’ 
as Prosecutor Acts.

LONDON, March 15.—Shane Leslie’s 
novel, ‘‘The Cantab,’’ would have been 
attacked by the Public Prosecutor if 
the author had not withdrawn it from 
circulation. pee ‘ 

The novel purports to give a picture 
of Cambridge life, and deals in the 
main with the subject of religién, but 
also contains certain passages of un- 
usually gutspoken character concern- 
ing sex questions. 

The Catholic Bishop of Northampton 
condemned the book in a fetter in the 
Cambridge Review, with the result 
thdt Mr. Leslie wrote stating that he 
could not fail to respond to Episcopal! 
condemnation of his ‘lamentable 
book.” He went on: 

“Though the majority of my charac- 
ters are ascetic, I must regret the sen- 
sualism I have inexcusably described. 
A calm rereading makes for the hu- 
miliation and even despair of the au- 
thor. There can be no excuse nor 
apology, except to those who must 
most regret to have to call me a Cath- 
olic man of letters.’’ 

The book came up in the Bow Street 
Court today when the Director of Pub- 
lic Prosecutions made application for 
@ search warrant in connection with 
the book. The Magistrate, Sir Chartres 
Biron, said that since the matter was 
first mentioned to him he had read the 
book carefully, because otherwise it 
would be unfair to give a decision. 

He agreed with the general modern 
tendency to give authors as much lat- 
itude as possible, but, he said, authors 
must realize there was a canon of de- 
cency they must respect. With regard 
to a great deal of the book, he said, 
there was no cause for offense, but 
two or three passages were of so gross 
a kind he would -have no hes ation 
in issuing the process.. But he thought 
it much more desirable that the book 
be’ withdrawn owing to pressure of 
public opinion, rather than to the coer- 
cion of legal proceedings, and as he 
emenoed the author already was 
-withdrawing the book he would ad- 
journ the proceedings to see if the 
book really were suppressed. 


SUBCOMMITTEE FINDS 
BROOKHART BEATEN 


Reports to Full Committee That 
Steck Is Entitled to lowa 
Senator’s Seat. 





WASHINGTON, March 15 (#).—The 
Senate subcommittee investigating the 
Brookhart-Steck Iowa Senatorial con- 


test reported to the full committee to- 
day that Daniel S. Steck, Democrat, 
had received a plurality of votes over 
Senator Brookhart, Republican, and 
should be seated. 

The subcommittee was unanimous in 
its conclusions that Mr. Steck had re- 
ceived a’plurality, but Senator George, 
Democrat, of Georgia, differed with 
other members on some details. 

The report held that Mr. Steck had 
a plurality of 1,420 votes under the 
committee rule that the “intent of the 
voters’? should be the deciding factor 
in election contests, and that, regard- 
less of the intent of the voters, he still 
would have a plurality of 76 ballots. 

After Senator Caraway, Democrat, 
of Arkansas, who drafted the report, 
had presentcd it, Chairman Ernest 
announced that the entire committee 
would meet tomorrow to act on the 
subcommittee’s recommendations and 
prepare a report to the Senate. 

At the close of the session Senator 
Stephens, Democrat, of Mississippi, 
who prepared a minority report on the 
case of Senator Nye, Republican, of 
l’orth Dakota, which resulted in giv- 
ing him his seat over an adverse report 
of the committee, took the subcommit- 
tee’s report, with the announcement 
that he wished to “study it.” 


NAMES CONSERVATION WEEK 


Governor Proclaims April 1 as Start 
of Observance. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, March 15.—Governor Smith 
today issued a proclamation designat- 
ing the week beginning April 1 as Con- 
servation Week. He urged all public 
officials, clergymen and educational 
agencies to bring to the attention of 
the people the importance of protecting 
ahd replacing the forests as great 
natural parks. 

The Governor declared that the 
forests must be protected for the 
health and economic welfare of the 





people. 

“If we are to achieve the greatest 
possible beneficial use of the resources 
with which nature has so bountifully 
blessed us, waste, destruction and 
commercial exploitation must be 
checked,”” the Governor wrote in 
proclamation. 

“Our forests must be protected and 
maintained for the health and eco- 
nomic. welfare of the people, our waters 
must be conserved for power and 
drinking purposes, and the wild life of 
our forest and.stream must be pro- 
tected and.the supply increased to 
meet the growing demands of a greater 
population for food and healthful 
sport.’’ 

The Governor declared that the 

State’s “natural resources had ‘been 
seriously impaired because of their un- 
restrained use for three centuries. 
. “Of a superabundance of forest,” he 
added, ‘“‘there remains only a modicum, 
and with the passing of the fores‘s 
have passed in great measure the birds 
and beasts that lived in them and the 
fish from the waters fed by the streams 
from our forest-clothed mountains.”’ 

In addition to the Governor’s procla- 
mation, the te Conservation Com- 
mission has © an appeal to all civic 
bodies to help in making the week a 
success.

GET TERMS IN JAIL| 


Picket Leader Defies Sheriff 
and Is Arrested While In- 
sisting on His Rights. 


TWO OTHERS ARE SEIZED 


Failure to Observe Order for Peace- 
ful Marching Brings Speedy 
Police Action. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PASSAIC, N, J., March 15.—Prompt 
action by the police and the swift ad- 
ministration of “Jersey justice” dis- 
heartened textile strike picketers to- 
day. With the arrest of Jack Rubin- 
stein, leading picket and “‘brains of the 
picket lines,”’ and two others at East 
Paterson. by Sheriff George Nimmo of 
Hackensack the police were. confident 
that the noisy demonstrations before 
mills. of the last two weeks were at 
an end. 


« Within an hour of his arrest Rubin- 


stein had been found guilty by Justice 
of the Peace L. G. Hargreaves in 
Hackensack and was'on his way to 
the county jail to serve a ninety-day 
sentence, the longest sentence imposed 
on any of those arrested since the 
strike began. 

Sentences of thirty days each, also 
for disorderly conduct, were imposed 
on Thémas Regan and Frank Sarno, 
lieutenants of Rubinstein. 


Led Pickets Seven Weeks. 


Rubinstein had led the textile pickets 
for seven weeks and had been -the 


spearhead of the line in the demon- 
strations which ended with the club- 
bing of stzikers by policemen. His ar- 
rest was a blow to the United Front 
Committee, and announcement Was 
made that an effort would be made to 
obtain an injunction restraining Sheriff 
Nimmo from molesting the pickets. 

The arrests took place near the East 
Paterson plant of the National : Silk 
Dyeing Company. Rubinstein, leading 
1,000 pickets from Garfield, was met 
by Sheriff Nimmo with fourteen pa- 
trolmen and twenty special deputies 
armed with riot guns. The Sheriff said 
he would permit picketing, but would 
not tolerate whistling, 
hooting in the vicinity of the mill. 

Rubinstein argued with the Sheriff, 
and said that as ‘‘a free-burn Amer- 
ican citizen’? he knew his rights and 
attempted to pass the Sheriff. Nimmo 
gave the word and two patrolmen took 
Rubinstein in charge. 

Regan was arrested while whistling 
on the picket line, and Sarno was 
taken into custody when he argued 
with a policeman. 


Says He Is Being Shadowed. 


Before leaving for Washington last 
night, Albert Weisbord, Harvard law 
school graduate and leader of the 
strike, said he would inquire at the 
Attorney General’s office for the rea- 
son why he was being shadowed by 
Department of Justice agents. 

Weisbord and a committee of strik- 
ers have ‘announced their intention of 
asking Congress to appoint a Federal 
Commission on Industrial Relations to 
investigate various industrial centres, 
including the textile mills of Passaic.

His alleged offenses were his articles 
published in Switzerland in La Libera 
Stampa, his book, ‘“‘Monarchia @ Fas- 
cismo,’”’ his,.speeches in the United 
States: and his articles in Il Nuovo 
Mondo. Special reference is made in 
the charges to articles in which he ac- 
cused Mussolini of having ordered the 
murder of Giacomo Matteotti. 

Signor Vacirca ‘is touring Pennsyl- 
vania, where he is delivering a series 
of addresses said to be along the same 
lines as those for which the Italian 
Government is proceeding against him.

Both imports and exports have risen 
since the .beginning of the year, but 


the increase/of imports is almost three 
times that of the exports, the total

These totals represent “an increase of 
nearly three and a quarter billion for 
imports over the figures for the first 
two months last year and of 1,100,000,- 
000 for exports. ) 

Comparison in tonnage shows an in- 
crease-of 277,000 tons for imports and 
a decrease of 148,000 tons for exports. 

It is noticeable, however, in the lat- 
ter figures that there is an increase. 
in the amount of exported manufac- 
tured articles of 40,000 tons, represent-* 
ing 610,000,000 francs. 


articles exported in the. first two 
months of this year realized 5,182,000,- 
000 francs, while the imported manu- 
factured articles amounted only to 
1,130,000,000 francs. se 

The high price in francs paid for raw 
material and foodstuffs is 
for a deficit of nearly a billion and a 
half on the operations of two months, 
a situation in striking contrast to that 
of a year ago, when there was a favor- 
able balance of. several hundred mil- 
lions each month.

of revolution. In such circumsta-.ces 
the right of the Fascisti to step in and 
Save the State from falling to pieces 
was unquestionable. 


Ty Nitti and Amendola, with their little 


Opposition faction, can be held culpa- 
ble for the friction which followed the 
Fascist access to power. They foolishly 
miscalculated the country’s response 
inthe 1924 elections, forgetting that the 
new election law was passed by a 
Chamber which contained only thirty- 
five Fascisti and after being submitted 
to rigorous scrutiny a special com- 
mittee presided over by Giolitti and 
containing such former Premiers as. 
Orlando, Salandra, Bonomi and distin- 
guished Deputies like Turati and 
Chiesa.

Mgr. Caruana ‘Reaches Capital— 
Once Did Brooklyn Parish Work. 


MEXICO CITY, March 15 (#).—The 
Most Rev. George J. Caruana, pro- 
moted to be Archbishop of Sebaste and 
appointed apostolic delegate to the 
Antilles and Mexico, has arrived in 
Mexico City.

DIPLOMACY AT. GENEVA. 

Nothing could bettgr. illustrate the 
true spirit of Geneva than the plan 
by which Czechoslovakia is to join 
Sweden in foregoing its seat in the 
‘Council. The election of Poland as 
one of two new non-permanent mem- 
“bers will then have less of thé appear- 
ance of an affront to Germany. Un- 
questionably she has had.a grievance. 
If it was intended at Locarno to alter 
the Council by an extensive addition 
of both permanent and non-perma- 
nent members, Germany should have 
been so informed. The most competent 
and impartial observers in England as 
well as in Sweden saw this at a 
glance. Sweden was Clearly right in 
declaring against the original plan, 
and is magnanimous in paving the 
way to a solution by her self-denial. 

Pdland’s right to a permanent: seat 
could be conceded only if other na- 
tions wer2 so honored—others besides 
Spain and Brazil. Moreover, such 
an enlargement of the Council would 
have destroyed the delicate and highly 
important balance within the League 
between. Council and Assembly. Yet 
to a non-permanent seat Poland is 
entitled. In territory and population 
she has the means of creating a truly 
great -nation. Both by virtue of her 
geographic and strategic position and 
by virtue of her status as a signatory 
of the Locarno treaties, it is of prime 
import that she be present and take 
full part in the deliberations of the 
Council, .A. diplomatic tangle that 
threatened to bring the League into 
ridicule and-even to dash the high 
hopes of Locarno now bids fair to end 
in the triumph of justice and common 
sense. The last-minute threat of 
Brazil to upset. the compromise can 
hardly be carried into @ffect. 


hand bargaining at Locarno we have 
the assurance of Count SKRZYNSKI's 
dignified and magnanimous speéch at 
Warsaw, as also of Sir AUSTEN CHAM- 
BERLAIN’S declaration. He admitted 
having .said that he would regard 
Poland’s claim to a permanent seat 
“with sympathy,’’ but denied that he 
had promised to “favor’’ it. The 
cross purposes, whatever their origin, 
were of the kind all too familiar under 
the old diplomacy and: were dangerous 
to the peace of the world. 

At Geneva they were thrown into a 
glare of publicity. Seen against a 
background of the high aims of the 
Covenant and of the sacred spirit. of 
Locarno, they presented a spectacle 
of destructive nationalism which was 
instantly recognized as boding the 
overthrdw. of ‘every Ministry impli- 
cated in them. Even if the worst 
came to the worst, it was’ not the 
League that stood to be destroyed but 
only the statesmen who had igno- 
miniously ‘failed to make it function. 

SR AVES EE aE ERT EP RE SS PTE TS SE 
INVISIBLE CAR FARES. 

It has not escaped common knowl- 
vdge that Staten Island, the baby 
borough, has leaned heavily on Father 
Knickerbocker in directing her infant 
footsteps from place to place. Just 
how strenuously the paternal arm has 
been working for the maintenance of 
locomotion within the confines of 
Richmond ‘is‘revealed by the Depart- 
ment of Plant and Structures. A 
study of the balance sheet of four 
years of municipal operation on eight- 
teen miles of trackless trolley.line and 
forty-one miles of ordinary surface 
‘lines’ shows that the city has been 
carrying five-cent trackless ‘passen- 
gers at a loss of 7 cents per head, and 
Passengers on the ordinary trolleys at 
@ loss of more than 2 cents per pas- 
senger. Incidentally, we are afforded 
some approach toward a comparison 
between the economics of the old-style 
surface car and the bus. The track- 
less trolley, though operated by elec- 
tric power, closely approaches the bus 
in flexibility. The showing, of course, 
would not be so unfavorable to the 
trackless vehicle if its Staten . Island 
competitor, the steel-rail surface car, 
had not its basic equipment already in 
being when the city took it over, 

What~has béen: going on in Staten 
Island in the matter of invisible car 
fares. paid out of city taxes has been 
true, in minor.degree, of trafisit in the 
bigger boroughs. The five-cent fare 
has apparently maintained its validity 
as an ideal despite the fact. that scores 
of millions of passengers every year 
have been paying double fares on the 
surface carS because of curtail- 
ment of transfers. For rapid transit 
the five-cent. fare has been such only 
by virtue of .great sums of money} 
which the city might have collected as 
preferential payments under the sub- 
way contracts. ° By. this time it must 
be assumed thatthe people of the city 
are: well. aware that the five-cent. fare 
has been supplemented with taxes. If 
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able to thé, kind that come twice a day 
out of its pocket, it would be vain to 
quarrel over the matter. 

The traveling public’s psychology is 
not the sole factor in the situation: 
Real estate interests engaged in de, 
veloping outlying regions probably find 
it a great help to describe themselves 
as. situated within the-five-cent zone. 
The fact that taxes, and. therefore 
rents, are higher within that zone 
than they would be if. there -were no 
transit deficits to be made up is pre- 
sumably not always vivid in the public 
consciousness. That truth will be- 
come more. acutely present as the sub- 
ways now under construction, at pres- 
ent-day building ‘costs, are brought 
into operation. Then we shall prob- 
ably have a clean-cut decision by the 
public which it prefers—paying for its 
transportation every time it passes 


through the turnstiles, or paying only 


in part and the rest on rent day. 
IT A TNE 
THE MAYOR AND THE HOSPITALS. 

Mayor Wacker has taken such a 
commendable course in asking counsel 
of representatives of the medical pro- 
fession regarding the hospital needs 
of the city that it is to be hoped he 
will let their advice be guiding in all 
matters relating ta the general medi- 
cal, surgical and scientific manage- 
ment of the hospitals under city con- 
trol. ‘This is in effect one of the pro- 
visions of a bill now before the Muy- 
nicipal Assembly SJooking toward the 
merging of the hospitals into one de- 
partment. The consolidation is pro- 
posed in the interest of economy and 
efficiency.. Administratively this would 
be an unquestioned improvement if 
political influence were not at the 
same time strengthened. For the pro- 
tection of the professional service, 
the maintenance of highest scientific 
standards and the alleviation of the 
anxiety of the public mind as to the 
eare given those for whom the public 
has assumed: responsibility, the .merg- 
ing of the city’s hospitals should be 
accompanied ‘by a specific provision, 
such as is embodied in this bill, for 
an Advisory Hospital Board, named 
by the Mayor from a list_of physi- 
cians and surgeons submitted by the 
representative . organizations of the 
profession. 

Political or personal consideration 
should not have a grain of weight in 
the selection, of the professional staff. 
Lives are sometimes at stake and often 
health is’ in jeopardy. Any system 
that allows avoidable incompetency to 
enter or remain, or.that does not take 
advantage of every skill available, is 
vicious. In this service, aboye all 
others, inefficiency that might be elim- 
inated is. inexcusable, and political 
influence that ignores merit is damn- 
able. * The/Mayor has been stirred by 
some .of. the conditions .which he. has|_ 
found at Bellevue. He has shown a 
disposition to take the advice of those 
best qualified to tell him what should 
Such ad: ice should be made 
official- and respo: sible. ‘This is all 
that is proposed, and the Mayor should 
feel relieved if he cculd have the con- 
tinuous assistance of such a body of 
men as those whose counsel he has 
already sought. 


POLAR STORIES BY RADIO. 

‘In 1926 the most interesting place 
on the world’s surface may prove to 
be Point Barrow, on the, Arctic Coast 
of Northern Alaska. Captain AMUND- 
SEN expects te make a stop there 
after sailing, by way of the Pole, in 
search of land in the great unmapped 
space north of Beaufort Sea. Captain 
WiLxins, the Australian explorer and 
aviator, is planning to fly in a Fokker 
monoplane from Point Barrow at the 
end of March, or early in “April, on 
the same quest. AMUNDSEN said in 
London on Saturday: ‘‘The news- 
** papers have been talking about my 
“tussle with Captain Witkins. He 
““may race me, but I shall not race 
‘him. My interest is- entirely geo- 
“graphical.” 

Captain AMUNDSEN can hardly sail 
from Spitzbergen before May. ‘‘In a 
dirigible. it is possible,” he says, ‘‘ to 
‘(make accurate observations. That 
“is impossible in a fast airplane, as 
“we learned on éur last trip.’? He 
considers that with the Norge, able to 
carry .eighteen men and their equip- 
ment, he can make a thorough ex- 
ploration of any land sighted and give 
the world a full report of his discovery.

THE TENTH WOMAN. 
There is; a school of thought now 
receiving aid and comfort in the press 


and women looks at. the world through 
different spectacles. Intelligence has 
Sex; male intellects see political, 
social, literary, artistic and in fact 
nearly all activities in one way, while 
the female mind, which is now admit- 
ted to exist, sees them quite otherwise. 
This sentiment has been sp‘dinned in 
our ears that we now accept it cas- 
ually as we do many of the state- 
ments of the psychoanalysts, unless 
we happen to be of a scientific turn 
of thought. Then we scrutinize and 
question. the large generalities; and 
perhaps bequeath our brains to Johns 
Hopkins for post-mortem inspection 
and comparison. 

A baritone voice may carry a rising 
inflection when ig-admits that women 
are doing well in business and the 
professions, but in all honesty the 
admission has to be made. Men are 
sustaining their reputation for blunt 
candor by acknowledging this open 
secret, But even in business-a dis- 
tinction is made. As for the woman 
who writes, she must take her subject 
from a feminine angle. If she painfs, 
children are her best studies, 
makes a success of banking, it is- be- 
cause she understands the oblique 
workings of the feminine mind and 
concentrates on women’s accounts. 

This notion of the wide divergence 
between the minds of men and women 
‘is reinforced in the March Bookman by 
James L. Forp. His argument is so 
plausible as to stir suspicions of its 
soundness. He bases it on the darge 
circulation of three or four magazines 
that are devoted to the alleged inter- 
ests of women. “Nine women out of 
*“‘ten in this country are perfectly 
“satisfied with those magazines; a 
‘fact proved by the enormous circu- 
“lation they have attained and the 
“ eagerness with-which they are read.” 
Here is an undisputed fact; but what, 
he asks, of the tenth woman? She 
does not read these magazines except 
to speak of them with contempt. They 
-are well designed to interest, entertain 
and even instruct nine women out of 
ten; but what periodical is there to 
satisfy the intellectual needs of the 
tenth woman? She is the woman who 
in the metropolis has made a place for 
herself in &@ man’s world. She looks at 
life frankly, and sees through sham 
and pretense. In the amall towns-and 
cities of the country she has fewer 
opportunities, but she is interested in 
loca] politics, and perhaps has an offi- 
cial position on the Board of Health. 

Granting that the tenth woman does 
not find her heart’s desire reflected in 
any of the magazines for women, nor 
yet in the periodicals that are known 
to ‘appeal particularly to men, one 
may inquire if the field open for a new 
magazine is not one for the tenth 
man. and woman, rather than for 
the. tenth woman exclusively. There 
doubtless is a wide breach between the 
current reading matter intended for 
nine-tenths of: otr male and female 
population, but is there not a converg- 
ing of opinion and taste in men and 
women of like intellectual vigcr? There

Strain on Women Workers. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

How do opponents of the Mastick-Shon« 
rorty-eight-Hour Week bill justify their op 
position to legislation proteci.ng the health 
of women in thé face of facts recently pub 
lished by the Public Health Service proving 
the high disability rate a~«ag women in 
industry? The survey of disabilities from 
important causes lasting more than one week 
among 133,000 workers in 1924 shows that 
the “frequency of eight days or longer dis- 
abilities was 44 per cent. higher amony 
female industrial employes, although the 
comparison inclided only those diseases 
which are common to both sexes.” The re- 
ports :for this survey were gleaned from 
relief or sick benefit associations of the 
medical departments of industrial companies. 
The results would prove conclusively, it 
geems, that women are not so able to stand 
the strain of industry as men and that it is 
the duty of the State to protect their heath 
and safeguard the health of their children 
by setting a working week by law. 

The Mastick-Shonk Forty-eigh.-Hour Week 
bill will reduce the disability rate among 
women workers in New York State auto- 
matically by reducing their hours of labor 
per week from fifty-four to forty-eight by 
law. To delay action on this measure any 
longer means needless sacrifice of the heaith 
of women and increasing expense to commu- 
nities and to the State in hospital bills.

Duty to Obey All: Laws. 


Nor can I agree that we should obey 
the prohibition law just because it is 
the law. Why sucha “‘to do” about 
violation of the law as such? Nobody 
in this country obeys the Sunday law, 
nor does anybody in New York. So 
far as I know only one man here 
obeys the automobile driving law, ‘and 
he is old and an Englishman and a 
little deaf. Perhaps he ought not to 
drive a car at all. My son drove a 
car before he had reached the age 
required by the law of the great and 
sovereign State of Florida; so did the 
young children of “the Baptist and 
Methodist ministers and the President 
of the bank. Evidently there are laws 
and laws; laws that must be obeyed 
because they are laws'‘and laws that 
need not be obeyed at all, . 

There is too much theorizing about 
this matter and not enough virile 
thinking; too much insistence upon 
the proved conclusion and not enough 
examination of the assumed premises 
on which it rests; a willingness to 
sacrifice reality for the sake of formal 
logical satisfaction. Hence, the fal- 
lacy of undue simplification that 
always lurks. 

It is hard for one not nourished from 
the first on the American system to 
understand that the principle that 
the majority rules is not true in this 
country, though it should not be im- 
possible for a churchman to under- 
stand. The decrees of the councils 
were not final and authoritative upon 
completion of the count of episcopal 
noses; they needed to be accepted by 
the Church, and during a considerable 
period. The people rule, not just a 
majority of the people. We don’t 
want and don’t mean to be ruled by 
anybody; we want to rule and we 
mean to rule ourselves. The judgment 
and will of the minority must find 
expression, not only in the deciding, 
but in the decision, else we shall have 
tyranny—not a democracy, bu‘ ‘a mob. 
The~—peoplé must be willing to obey 
the law or it cannot and should not 
stand. And if the question be asked, 
How then test a law and its claim? 
the answer is practical and definite; 
the people know, now and always. 

Bishop Manning urges that ‘‘all of 
us be willing to make such surrender 
of our personal liberties * * * as this 
flaw calls for.” That is just what we 
cannot and must. not do. Our liberties 
are not-ours to surrender; we hold 
them in trust; they have been handed 
down to us to be transmitted. If we 
submit to tyranny now, what next? 
Surely something and soon; perhaps 
religious liberty will be curtailed in 
the name of God. St. Paul’s words, 
“I will*eat no meat,’ support volun- 
tary abstinence, not prohibition by 
law. When St. Peter said “Surrender 


your personal liberties for the sake of 
this.law,” St. Paul thundered with his 
everlasting ‘‘No.” 

I do not advocate violation of the 
law; of course not. But I do advocate 
a frank expression of disapproval and 
displeasure, in the name of right and 
patriotism.

Hope for No Further Delay. 


~ “Tf we are correct in our information 
that the Postoffice Department is now 
prepared to submit its data, may we 
venture to hope there will be no sub- 
stantial delay on,the part of your com- 
mittee in concluding its work and sub- 
mitting to Congress a report on the 
basis of which a proper and permanent 
~ structure of postal rates may be ‘en- 
geted into the law?” 

Commenting on the action taken by 
the association,. J. D. Barnum, pub- 
lisher of The Syracuse Post-Standard 
and Chairman of the Postal Committee 
for the publishers, said: 

. “Last -year a law was passed pro- 
viding for increases in rates on 
practically every commodity shipped 
through the mails except two-cent let- 
ters. iongress, however, made this 
law temporary and created a joint 
“committee, which was to have re- 
‘ported its findings at the opening of 
the session last December. 

~“At the time these rates were adopt- 
ed répresentatives of the American 
Newspaper Publishers’ Association | 
pointed out that the recommendations 
of the Postoffice Department for in- 
creased rates were based on the fal- 
lacious theory that horizontally in- 
Greased rates would not decrease 
volume. 


. Expected Increase Becomes Loss. 


“Just what this theory has produced 
in ‘volume and revenues is indicated by 
the letter of the Postmaster General 


to the Senate last week, wherein he 
points out that the department, for the 
fiscal year of 1926, will lose revenue 
on all classes of mail, except letter 
mail and certain divisions of second- 
class mail, as compared with the fis- 
cal year of 1925. 

“The figures really are astounding. 
There is a loss of approximately $10,- 
000,000: against the estimate made by 
the department one year ago on first- 
class mail. This loss is attributed by 
the department to the slumping off. in 
mailing of post cards, on which the 
rate was doubled. There is a slight in- 
crease in that portion of second-class 
mail which was affected but little by 
the February, 1925, rates, but news- 
paper mail previously had heen almost 

vyruined by the provisions of the War 
Revenue act of 1917, which increased 
its rates more. than 300 per cent. and 
mecreased its volume more.than 25 per 
“cent. ; 
' .“Second-class transit mail, however,’ 
“whows a difference of nearly $2,000,000 
between the Postoffice Department's 
_@stimates and the actual receipts ex- 
pected. The department estimated 
that the.increase of second-class tran- 
sient mail would be approximately 
$1,000,000, whereas there has been an 
actual decrease in revenue as against 
the preceding year of $855}000, 


Big Drop in Parcel Post.

DEFENSE IS' STILL IN DOUBT 


May Plead Insanity, Intoxication or 
Suicide Compact — Jury Picked 
After One Panel Is Exhausted. 


In response to a word from Warden 
Harry C. Honeck of the Brooklyn City 
Prison in Raymond Street, Harry W. 
Cowan, who blinded himself after he 
is alleged to have slain Edith M. Bur- 
ton on Dec. 28, groped his way from 
his cell to a corridor for the first day 
of his trial yesterday on a charge. of 
murder. vents 

“It’s your day in court,’’ the Warden 

told him, as he assigned an attendant 
to guide the sightless prisoner to an 
automobile. Cowan was led into the 
Kings County Court to a seat beside 
his attorney, Lawrence, McGoldrick. 
He slouched into his chair with an ex- 
pression of hopeless despair-upon his 
face and showed slight animation only 
occasionally as the work of getting a 
jury progressed. 
Miss Burton and Cowan met when 
both were employed at the Hotel La- 
tham, Manhattan, he as a clerk, and 
Cowan was 53 
years old and Miss Burton 27. She had 
frequently refused his offers of mar- 
riage. The District Attorney charged 
that Cowan, angered by-his repulse, 
deliberately planned to.murdér her 
when he went to her studio apartment 
at 51 Poplar Street, Brooklyn. 

Miss Burton died instantly from the 
effects of two pistol bullets in her 


‘head. “Near her was Cowan, almost 


unconscious from a wound in his head. 
He had fired a bullet into ‘his mouth, 
causing his loss of sight. When he 
had slightly recovered in a hospital he 
was declared to have said his crime 
was due to jealousy. He pleaded with 
the physicians to let him*die, saying he 
had théught Miss Burton was arrang- 
ing to marry another. ; 

Some time before the shooting Miss 
Burton had resigned her position at 
the hotel to avoid Cowan’s attentions. 
He also disappeared and it was alleged 
he had embezzled funds of the hotel. 

His trial was delayed by his slow re- 
covery. Recently he was removed 
from the hospital to the jail. At- 
tendants. said he was the most silent 
prisoner ever held there. 

What defense to be made in his be- 
half was not clearly defined yesterday, 
Mr. McGoldrick announced that he 
might make one of three possible de- 
fenses: insanity, intoxication, or a sui- 
cide: compact. Assistant District At- 
torney Frederick Kopff said he would 
concede that Cowan had used intoxi- 
ants before the-shooting, but that he 
had used the liquor to stimulate his 
courage to commit the crime. 

Some of the questions put by Mr. Mc- 
‘Goldrick to prospective jurymen in- 
cluded: ‘‘You do not believe that mere- 
ly because this woman is dead, the de- 
fendant ‘should pay for- it with ‘nis 
life, do you? And, if the prosecution 
failed to. prove ‘beyond a reasonable 
doubt that the defendant. killed the 
woman, and the defendant. told you 
she committed suicide, would you be- 
lieve him?” . 

- These and, other questions resulted 
in many confusing replies and numer- 
ous challenges, which exhausted a 
panel ‘of. 100 talesmen. Another group

The thieves were beaten off or arrested 
in most of their raids. —~

pleasure with the alertness and cour- 
age of the police. 
~“"The.police are on the job, as today’s 
work shows,” he said. ' 

The Commissioner especially com- 
mended the work of policemen who in- 


tercepted four armed robbers as they 
fled after holding up a bank messen- 
t, atid who fought the thieves in a 
esperate chase and pistol battle, forc- 
ing them to abandon their automobile 


the-bank messenger. 

William Buhler, 50 years old, of 439 
East 141st Street, a messenger for the 
Bowery Bank of New-York at 124 Bow- 
ery, was’ the victifh of this hold-up. 
The bank sent him yesterday afternoon 
to Loew’s Fifth Street Theatre at Ave- 
nue B, where he received a deposit of 


$3,500. 

Crossing Fifth Street and Avénue A 
on his way back to the bank, he was 
held up by two men who leaped from 
a big closed car, in which two other- 
men remained. . When: they told him 
to hand over the money he drew. his 
revolver, but it was knocked from his 
hand. It was picked up’ by one’ rob- 
ber, while the other struck Buhler on 
the head wjth a blackjack.. Buhler 
fell, half-conscious, and the steel box 
containing the money was torn from 
his hand. 


Policeman Fires On Car. 


The two robbers with. the -money 
joined their companions in the car, 


which sped north on Avenue A, regard- 
less of traffic. At Sixth Street and 
Avenue A was Patrolman Arthur A. 
Hanchen of the Fifth Street Sta- 
tion, in civilian clothes and about to 
report for duty at the station house. 
Having seen the ee ge og struck a 
block away, he wai at the curb, 
pistol in hand, until the: robbers’ car 
came even with him. Then he fired 
six shots, amashing the windshield and 
side windows of the car, 
probably: wounding one of the bandits. 
A hand-with a pistol in it appeared 
outside one shattered window and 
fired three shots at the policeman. 

Patrolman Matthew Doran was on 
duty at Avenue A and Highth Street. 
Hearing the shots and seeing the car 
tearing toward him at high speed he 
jumped.into an automobile at the curb 
and began firing at the robbers as their 
machine whi by. Then he set out 
in pursuit:of the robbers, who turned 
west on Ninth Street and drove to Sec- 
ond Avenue and Eleventh Street. There 
Patrolman Henry Storrs fired two 
shots at them and joined the pursuit in 
a taxicab. § 

At Thirteenth, Street the ,fugitives 
turned west again, but sto their 
car between Third and Fourth Ave- 
nues. Two ran into an incompleted 
building and two others into the sub- 
way station at Fourteenth Street and 
Fourth Avenue. All escaped, but wit- 
nesses said one limped as if he had 
been shot. 

Bloodstains were found in the car 
when the police came up and hospitals 
were notified to watch for the wounded 
man. The box with the money was on 
the back seat, with the messenger’s 
pistol and a derby hat. 

The car abandoned by the robbers 
was stolen last Friday night from Mrs.

REFUSED SOFT COAL, 
DBALBRS UNDER BAN 


Long Island Road Puts Em- 
bargo on Seven Who Declined 
to Unload Shipments. 


DEMURRAGE TOTAL $35,000 


Dealers Say Consignments Were 
Not Up to Specifications—800 
“* Cars Tied Up Near City. 


The Long Island Railroad, it was re- 
ported yesterday, has placed an em- 
bargo on seven Long Island coal deal- 
ets, because they refused to accept con- 
signments of solt coal and coke deliv- 
ered .to their order, after the coal 
strike stopped. 

Long trains of coal cars are clogging 
the suburban and metropolitan sidings 
of the Long Island Railroad, and .de- 
murrage rates on these cars are said to 
total $35,000. 

It ‘was said that the dealers who re- 
fused to handle the soft coal and coke 
consigned. to them admitted . having 
ordered the substitutes, but said -that 
they were not up to specifications and 
gave other reasons for refusing the 


So long as the dealers mentioned in 
the embargo order refuse to receive the 
coal consigned to them they“ will be 
unable. to receive hard coal, it was re- 
ported. s : 

In a formal order filed with the 
Interstate Commerce ,Commission. on 
March 1 by the Long Island Railroad 
the following dealers were embargoed? 
Rubel Coal and Ice Company, Putnam 
Coal and Ice Company, Commonwealth 


Fuel Company, Glendale Coal Com- 
pany: and the Metropolitan Coal Com- 


pany. 

On March 2 the embargo was ex- 
tended to cover shipments to the Bush- 
wick Coal Company; the People’s Coal 
Company, the Shanley Coal and Ice 
Company and the Home Company. 
The embargo was later lifted in so far 
as it applied to the Commonwealth and 
Shanley companies. 

The embargo applied to consign- 
ments sent to the companies at all 
stations along the line. ~ The dealers 
are now faced with the problem of 
receiving the coal or paying the de- 
murrage, which is $3 a car. 

More than 800 cars. of soft coal and 
coke, it was said yesterday, were tied 
up on metropolitan. zone tracks be- 
cause the dealers to whom they were 
consigned would not unload them: It 
was :said that at one time in the last 
fortnight there were more than 1,200 
cars loaded with coal at sidings. 

A spur a mile long from Avenue J to 
. Sheepshead Bay is filled with cars 
loaded with substitutes. There are 
nearly 200 cars there. 

The embargo was held to be neces- 
sary by the Long Island Railroad be- 
cause trackage was needed to bring 
hard coal into the city, and this work 
would be hampered so long as the 
tracks were clogged with the soft coal 
cars.

Text of the Governor’s Letter. 
‘Governor Smith’s letter to the Sen- 
ators and Representatives was as fol- 
lows: :

One 
hundred years ago.this desire was 
partially met by the construction of 
the old Erie Canal, and jit is doubtful.

Lawrence 
Canals carried 14,575,180 tons ‘of 
freight that‘originated in the United 
States. Every ton of this should 
have been carried on an American 
canal to or through an American 


port. , 

‘ The American canal will; not only 
provide the i ee water rates de- 
sired by our Western States, but it 
will e Erie, Pa., Cleveland, To- 
ledo,, Detroit, Chicago, ‘waukee, 
Superior, Duluth and other lake 
cities seaports, having the shortest 
water. route to’ every Atlantic port 
and to West Indies, Central and 
South American markets. 

I say these lake cities will. be sea- 
ports in spite of the contention so 
often heard that ocean ships will not 
go to nor navigate upon the lakes. 
The large and ever increasing ton- 
nage handled at Montreal proves 
that so far‘fs the’ success of a ship 
canal to the lakes is concerned, it is 
not.necessary for ocean steamers to 
enter the lakes at all. 

What is necessary is to provide a 
function point where fresh and salt 
water tonnage be exchanged, a 
port where the lighter-built lake 
steamers may fheet and transfer 
cargo to the ocean vessel. 


Fifty Hours From Lakes to Ocean. 


That the American route is practi- 
cal from the engineering standpoint 
has been certified by the army, engi- 
neers who recently reviewed the ex- 
haustive report of the special board 
which surveyed and reported on this 
route in 1900. To my way of think- 
ing, the advantages of the American

Finally, the success of any line of 
transportation depends updh the ton- 
nage carried, and as the American 
canal will serve a region that, per 
square mile, produces more potential 
freight than.any. other territory in 
the sonny, this/ canal should, and 
in all probability will, carry more 
freight than any other inland water- 
way.

ADVISES ABANDONING 
CROTON PARKWAY FLAN 


Westchester Park Board Says 
Owners of Land Insist on 
Too High Prices. 


Special to The New York Times: 

WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., March <5.— 
Because owners of land along the site 
of the proposed Croton River Parkway, 
from Croton Pr'nt on the Hudson ‘o 
the Croton Reservoir, refuse to lower 
their prices, the Westchester County 
Park Commission in a letter to the 
Board of Supervisors today recom- 
mended that the project be abandoned.

Last month’s~ $36,000,000 excess 
of imports resulted both from increase 
of imports and decrease of exports. 
February’s importatiohs, although less 
than those of January or December, 
were $55,000,000 greater than in Febru- 
ary, 1925, while exports showed decided: 
shrinkage both from recent months 
and from a year ago. The Department 
of Commerce ascribes the larger im- 
ports chiefly to high-priced rubber and 
the smaller exports to the month’s re- 
duction of. cotton exports, both in 
quantity and in price. Of these two 


probably has the more permanent 
character, for the abnormally high 
price of that staple from 1922 to 1925, 
and the extremely large purchases of 
it by Europe during the last twelve 


months, were direct results of the.

ton crops between 1920 and 1924. 

With rubber, the past seagon’s violent 
enhancement of the price was a more 
or less temporary incident of trade,

To describe it as a 
step toward the permanent readjust- 
ment of our import and export trade 
to the economic position of the United 
States and the necessities of Europe 
would be premature. Nevertheless, any 
drift in that direction. is certain to be 
watched with particular interest.

Wall Street was curious yesterday to 
discover whether the talk of reaction

aii with a view to unsettling. the 
general market and making it easier 
to cover outstanding short accounts. 
Most persons in Wall Street have be- 
lieved all along that the Florida boom 
would again become s. spectacular 
matter of interest before the season 
was over, but they have mever been 
disposed to connect any change,in the 
Florida situation either with credit con- 
ditions or the stock market. Yester- 
day the selling converged on Seaboard 
common and preferred issues and the 
bonds, as well as on Atlantic Coast 
Line.

A good deal of attention was paid in 
Wall Street to the foreign trade state- 
ment for February, showing an import 
ysurplus of $36,000,000, following a sim- 
iflar excess of $19,500,000 in January. 
February gain was one of the 
largest.on record, apg | been exceeded 
in the whdle history of the country only 
by the $56,000,000 import surplus of 
March and May, 1923, and the $38,000,- 
000 excess in April of that same year. 
There has been no February trade bal- 
ance against the United States since 
1910, and the one which occurred that 
year. was the first since 1895. During 
the four months of 1923 in which the 
trade balance stood against the United 
States the total excess of importations 
was $151,848,000. In the past two 
months it has reached $55,500,000. 


Cheap Money Predicted. ~

A sudden crash of half a cent in the 
value of the Belgian franc yesterday 
caused reports to spread through Wall 
Street that a hitch had occurred in 
preparations for a Belgian stabiliza- 
tion loan which had been expected to 
amount te between $100,000,000 and 
$150,000,000.. The onslaught of selling 
came from Rondon, where‘discussions 
regarding Belgian financial affairs 
have been taking place, and New 
York bankers conversant with the Bel- 
gian situation said they were im the 


dark as to what had inspired the 
pressure. The attack against the 
franc was reflected in a decline in the 
prices of Belgian Governme bonds, 
which solid off as much as % Of a point 
on the New York Stock Exchange. 

Though various explanations were 
hazarded as to the reason for the 
break in the Belgian franc, an air of 
mystery covered the situation, to 
which, it was declared, the key lies in 
London. The following were some of 
the reports. receiv; by foreign ex- 
change dealers f0 account for the 
break: ; 

Advance information obtained by 
foreign operators that the Belgian 
Goyernment’s report would show that 
the’ budget had not been’ balanced, 
which would be expected to delay the 
granting of the international loan; 
that there had been a clash of opin- 
ion between financiers in London and 
the Belgian Government as to the 
proper terths of a large international 
lozn; that the Brussels Government, 
which has been ‘‘pegging’’ the franc, 
partly with the use.of credits granted 
here and abroad last year, had decided 
to withdraw its support and allow the 
franc to find its ‘“‘true’’ level before 
attempting an official , revaluation, 
and, finally, that the Government, 
which had been expected to revalue 
the franc in the neighborhood of 4% 
cents, had decided that 41%4-or“4 cents 
would be a more suitable level. «« 


Credits-Expire This Month. 


The credits obtained last year by 
Belgium amounted to $50,000,000, the 
New York portion being advanced by 


a banking group headed by_J. P. Mor- 
gan & Co. These credits expire this 
month, and an announcement regard- 
ing their renewal is expected within a 
few days. \ 

No information is available as to the 
extent of the use that was made of 
the credits, but foreign exchange deal- 
ers said it was likely that the Belgian 
Government had. used about 50 per 
cent. of the amount available in sup- 
porting the franc. It had been gen- 
eyally expected that the large inter- 
hational loan being discussed would 
absorb the credit. The Federal Re- 
serve Bank, in assisting the stabiliza- 
tion plans of Belgium, announced last 
year that it had offered to buy com- 
mercial bills; but it was learned yes- 
terday that the bank had not been 
called on to make such purchases. 

Bankers usually in touch with Bel- 
gian financial affairs said there was 
no cause for worry over the exchange 
development.

Belgian Cabinet Holds Two 
Special Meetings—London and 
Washington Blamed. 


BRUSSELS, March 15 (4).—The sen- 
sational fall of the Belgian franc 
against foreign exchange, causing two 
special Cabinet meetings today, was 
due to Washington and London devel- 
opments, according to the general opin- 
ion expressed in political and financial 
quarters this evening. 

Failure of the United States Senate 
to ratify the Washington Belgian debt 
agreement and the insistence of Brit- 
ish bankers on obtaining close control 
of the Belgian hational railroads 
brought unrest in financial circles and 
heavy sales of Belgian securities, en- 
tailing depreciation of the franc. 

A rumor which gained popular cre- 
dence that the American bankers con- 
cerned in the proposed loan to Bel- 
gium had demanded supervisién of the 
Belgian Congo Colony, was also re- 
sponsible in part, it was asserted in 
well-informed financial circles. 

Official information this evening indi- 
cated that all the foregoing was un- 
true, but the harm had been done.

DEBT PLAN TO BE RATIFIED. 


Belgian Franc’s Decline Not Due to 
Delay Here, Says Mellon. 
Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTONy March 15.—The. re- 
cent decline in the value of the Belgian 


franc has not been caused by delay on 
the part of Congress in ratifying the 
debt agreement between the Unit, 
States and Belgium, in the opinion 
Secretary Mellon, who again expressed 
the belief today that the tentative 
agreements reached with several of 
the European countries would be rati- 
fied within a short time. 

“I do not.believe,”’ said Mr. Mellon, 
“that the speculation in Belgium ex- 
change can be attributed to any doubt 
of the ratification of the Belgian- 

erican debt settlement here. The 
Settlement passed the House by a vote 
of 316 to 25 and without the slightest 
criticism.. I have heard of no opposi- 
tion in the Senate to Belgium. We 
have made a fair adjustment and I 
anticipate a favorable reception to the 
settlement when it is. reached in the 
Senate within the next few days.”’ 

There have been dispatches to the 
effect that delay in the ratification of 
Belgium’s war debt to the United/ 
States was, at least in part, responsi- 
ble for the decline in the frane. The 
Treasury officials believe that other 
factors incident to the readjustment of 
the finances of Belgium were the 
cause. 

It is probable that the Italian, Bel- 
gium and.other debt agreements will 
be considered by the Senate before the 
end of this week and that all will be 
ratified by substantial majorities. The 
fear that the Italian agreement might 
be defeated has virtually disappeared, 
since efforts to make its defeat a

Democrat Asserts. Manufacturers 
"Failed to Give Public Benefit 
of Drop in Crude.

WASHINGTON, March 15.—A charge 
that American.-tire manufacturers 
Made the “so-called British control” 
an excuse for boosting the price of 
their product and a criticism of Secre- 
tary Hoover’s -recommendation. that 
American bankers should withhold 
credit from foreign combinations cur- 
tailing supplies of raw material urgent- 
ly needed in this country were em- 
bodied in a report to the House today 
by Representative Shallenberger of 
Nebraska, Democratic member of ‘the 
Interstate Commerce Committee. 

The report was critical of the one 
made to the House on Saturday by the 
majority of the committee by Repre- 
sentative: Newton of Minnesota, Re- 
publican, who held that publicity of 
the exactions of the British rubber 


control had forced it to reduce the} 


price of raw rubber in the American 
market. This was denied by Mr. 
Shallenberger, who said that rubber 
prices on the New York market had 
dropped about 50 per cent. since Feb. 
1, due to the action of the British in 
authorizing a release on that date of 
100° per cent. of their standard rubber 
production. 

He also said that American tire man- 
ufacturers failed to give the public the 
benefit of the price reduction in crude 
rubber brought about by the February 
release of the British rubber producers. 


Says Peak Price Was Never Paid. 


Asserting that American manufactur- 
ers had not paid anywhere near the 
peak prices of $1.01 and $1.21 a pound 
for crude rubber in 1925, Mr. Shailen- 
berger directed attention to a state- 
ment authorized by’S tary Hoover, 
to the effect that t country had im- 
ported that year rubber ‘to the value 
of $860,000,000, a much larger*sum, he 
said, than would have been expended 
at anything like ‘‘fair prices.’"* Mr. 
Shallenberger insists that the amount 
paid--for crude rubber by. this country 
in 1925 was $479,000,000 instead of $860,- 
000,000, and that ‘‘if it was worth $860,- 
000,000, our importers still owe the 
British rubber . producers: a lot of 
money. 

‘‘What the Secretary, perhaps, meant 
to state,’’ he added, ‘‘was that it was 
‘worth $860,000,000 to the rubber manu- 
facturers of. America. because - they 

“charged the American consumers a 
gross advance of $500,000,000 behind the 
gmoke-screen of foreign price controls.”

Mr. Shallenberger asserted that De- 
partment of.

Stone from the ancient wall of Vispy

Baltic Sea, which dates back to the 
year 1000, will be used in the ‘‘H4ll of 
Nations” in an inner lobby of the new 
Paramount Theatre now being erected 
at Forty-third Street, in Tinies Square.
